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Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement filed December 1 1, 2003 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non- 
patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information 
or that portion which caused it to be listed. No copy of GB 1 327 952 has been received. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because the drawings fail to the following claim limitations: 

a. Claims 1, 9 & 19, lines 13 & 14: "center of curvature" 

b. Claim 1 1 : "a stepped inclination or a variable inclination" 

c. Claim 14: "a stepped taper" 

3. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
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pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The specification is objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.71 and 1.75(d)(1) 
because the detailed description fails to provide proper antecedent the subject matter of claims 1, 
9 & 19, lines 13-16 and claim 15. 

Claim Objections 

5. The claims are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.75(g) because the least 
restrictive claim, claim 9, is not presented as claim number 1 . 

6. Claim 18 is objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See MPEP 

§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claim has not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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8. Claims 8, 17 & 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claims 8, 17 & 20 recite that a "grease cover is displaceable" but the specification does 
not disclose such a feature nor does it teach how to make the disclosed invention with such a 
feature. With regard to a "grease cover" the claims recite that said grease cover is both "sealingly 
attached" and "displaceable". There is no corresponding description in the specification of a 
grease cover with such capabilities. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

10. Claims 1-9, 13, 16, 17, 19 & 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Smith et al, US 3,696,638. Figs. 1 & 2 show a double offset joint comprising all the 
limitations of the claim including: a circlip 24 that act as energy absorption surface on an outer 
joint part 12, that interferes with balls 26 when the joint is operated beyond the normal axial 
range in the extended axial range (see also col. 3, lines 16-29); and a displaceable grease cap 20. 
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The inherent friction between a ball 26 and the surface of an outer track 17 also provides a means 
for energy absorption. 

1 1 . Claims 9-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bowyer, US 
4,464,143. Fig. 1 shows a double offset joint comprising all the limitations of the claim 
including an inclined energy absorption bore surface 29 on an outer joint part 10 that interferes 
with a ball cage 18 when the joint is operated beyond the normal axial range in the extended 
axial range. The inherent friction between a ball 17 and the surface of an outer track 12 also 
provides a means for energy absorption. 

A llowable Subject Matter 

12. Claims 14 & 15 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Turner, Booker and Sugiyama each show a plunging constant velocity joint.
